IN THE NAME OF GOD THE MERCIFUL, THE COMPASSIONATE HIS 
EXCELLENCY MR. WILLIAM P. ORGERS. 

AFTER WARM GREETINGS: 

I RECEIVED YOUR EXCELLENCY'S LETTER DATED AUGUST 23, 1973 
CONCERNING YOUR VIEWS ON COOPERATION BETWEEN THE KINGDOM 
OF SAUDI ARABIA AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA ON THE 
SUBJECT OF INCREASING THE PRODUCTION OF ENERGY WHICH THE 
WORLD WILL REQUIRE IN AN INCREASING FASHION YEAR AFTER 
YEAR. 

IN THANKING YOUR EXCELLENCY FOR THE CLARIFICATIONS YOU 
HAVE PROVIDED, I INFORM YOU THAT IT IS NOT THE INTENTION 
OF THE KINGDOM OF SAUDI ARABIA TO STOP THE PUMPING OF 
SECRET 
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PETROLEUM AND TO CHECK PROVISION OF THIS ENERGY TO THE 
CONSUMING NATIONS WHICH NEED IT TO ASSURE THE EVOLUTION 
OF THEIR INDUSTRY AND CIVILIZATION. THE KINGDOM OF SAUDI 
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ARABIA MOREOVER IS STUDYING THIS SUBIECT DEEPLY AND WE- 
LCOMES THE CONTINUATION OF COOPERATION WITH THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA IN THAT THIS CONCERNS THE INTEREST OF 
THE TWO FRIENDLY NATIONS. 

YOUR EXCELLENCY NEED NOT FEAR THAT INSTABILITY IN THE 
REGION OF THE MIDDLE EAST MAY HINDER TO (ANY) GREAT EX- 
TENT THE INCREASE OF THIS COOPERATION AND ITS EVOLUTION. 

I DO NOT CONSIDER HOWEVER THAT THE REALIZATION OF STAB- 
ILITY IN THIS SENSITIVE PART OF THE WORLD IS DIFFICULT 
FOR THE UNITED STATES. WHICH HAS BEEN ABLE TO SOLVE MORE 
DIFFICLUT AND COMPLEX PROBLEMS. 

I THEREFORE SINCERELY HOPE THAT THE FRUITFUL, CONSTRUCTIVE 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE KINGDOM OF SAUDI ARABIA AND THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA WILL INCREASE-THIS BEING IN 
THE BEST INTEREST OF THE TWO FRIENDLY NATIONS. AND I 
HOPE THA THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA WILL REGARD THE CASE 
OF THE ARAB NATIONS FROM A JUST POINT OF VIEW.
